Police Baffled 
About Kenneth 
Lam's Death 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 In the 
second murder of a Chinese youth 
in less than a week, Kenneth Lam， 
an 18-year-old City College 
freshman was gunned down jlast 
Monday night，April 3，at 15th 
and Valencia, Lam， who had just 
delivered an order of food at that 
address，was shot at least four 
times， 

Witnesses were unable to agree 
about “what happened， One 
WwWitness reported that three Asian 
youths dragged Lam from his car 
and shot him， then fled the 
murder scene in a car，Other 
witnesses heard the gunshots，bnut 
in the heavy rain were unable to 
determine the number or race of 
the gunmen, 

The murder weapon，3a .22 
caliber pistol，was ITecovered by 
police who said it hbhad been 
thrown into a nearby garbage 
can， 

Police investigators are sti 
baffled about the reasons behind 
the shooting. According to one 
homicide inspector working on the 
case，“We dont know who 
actually did the shooting.， We 
don't know 这 it was an attempted 
street robbery or 让 让 had gang 
connections of some sort.” 

Lam was found，Ppolice say， 
with money on his Person，He 
worked for the Golden Palace 
restaurant，1830 Irving Street， 
and didq not，according to police， 
carry more than the ten or fifteen 
dollars he needed to make change 
on his deliveries，He had just 
finished the “second of three 
scheduled deliveries of food when 
he was killed，and police do not 
believe Lam was lured into an 
ambush by a bogus delivery order. 

Reliable Chinatown sources say 
that Lam was acquainted with 
Michael Louie and Dennis Fung， 
alleged members of the Wah 
Ching,，a Chinatown youth gang. 
Louie，now serving time for the 
murder of his girlfriendq， was 
believed to have been the target in 
last Septembers bloody shooting 


.at the Colden Dragon restaurant.

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'Study Chinese in Hong Kong can 
be Stimulating and Rewarding

HONG KONG 一 “IIencourage 
eveIy Chinese American， 计 they 
have the means, the time and the 
health， to make a trip to Asia，a 
pilgrimate to trace one's heritage. 
The experience can be very 
stimulating and rewarding,” Said 
Lorena Wong，a_Chinese Amer- 
ican jearning the Chinese lan- 
guage and culture during her 
half-year stay in Hong Kong. 

Rather than doing the usual 
tourist routine of shopping and 
eating,， Wong decided to invest Six 
months time in the serious study 
of the Chinese language and 
culture. After graduating from the 
School of Social Welfare in 
Berkelev， California,， Wong 
worked as a term counsellor in a 
Chinatown youth program. This 
experience perhaps spiked her 
yearning to know more of the 
Chinese people and culture. 

GRIP 


“A good number of the 
program's youth were Chinese 
immigrants with Cantonese as 
their primary language. Although 
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I felt rapport with the youths on 
my team, I have no doubt that a 
better grip of Cantonese would 
have facilitated better communi- 
cation,”said Wong. 

To her, the key to a culture is 
mastery of its language，and the 
most effective way of learning a 
language is to immerse oneself in a 
community where the language is 
constantly used.，Hence， Wong 
cameto Hong 天 ong. 

She enrolled in the Yale-in- 
Chinese Chinese Language Center 
at the New Asia College,，an 
affiliate of the Chinese University 
of Hong Kong. The Center offers a 
two-year course in Cantonese and 
Mandarin. There are three hours 
of classes a day, five days a week. 
Different teachers teach each of 
the three different hours so that 
the students get different stimu- 


lation and exposure in their 
accelerated program . 
JNDIVIDUAL 
“The classes are very small 


said Wong， 
students so thateach could receive 


Wong learns Cantonese conversation through romanization. 
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“about four to sever 


individual attention.” Wongs 
class consisted of one Mexican, one 
Norweigian，one Canadian，and 
one“ “Chinese American， Wong 
herself,. Other Chinese Americans， 


“from the Bay Area，S$acramento， 
Los Angeles，Chicago and Hono- 


lulu, were also at the Center. 

The first quarter is spent on 
sounds and tones and the Yale 
system of romanization， which 
Wong finds “quite monaqatonous 
and boring at_ times.”AWith her 
background in Cantonese， she 
quickly ， grasped the quarter 
material and went ahead onto the 
second quarter material on her 
own， The latter involves more 
vocabulary and sentence structure 
which is interesting to her for its 
practical applications， 

Third quarter requires miore 
vocabulary， reading， compre- 
hension and writing. Speeches 
Were written and Presented by 
students in class. 

APPLIED 

Wong and her fellow students， 
SOon Sought to practise their newly 
acquired facility with the lan- 
guage among the community 
people. Their view ”was that 
language is an applied knowledqge 
which would be useless 让 not used 
in their daily transactions and 
interactions with local people， 

They found the local people 
very helpful in explaining things 
to them.， Also，the ubiquitous 
television，radio，newspaper，bil- 
boards, and signs all assisted their 
understariding of thelanguage. 

Wonglearned about the various 
Social organizations in Hong 天 ong 
by writing to introduce herself to 
various ”government “agencies. 
Response to her overtures included 
an invitation to the commence- 
ment of the Police Training School 
and to camp with local groups-.

Hints Thaw 
with Peking 


JAKARTA;， Indonesia 一 Presi-

CRUSHING 

It does not，however,，alleviate 
the ，day-to-day ”misery ”Imost 
Chinatown ， seniors _ face: 
crushing burden of poverty and 
lonejliness heaped atop the rigors 
of aging. 

According to the 1970 census 
and Chinatown social workers， 
the overwhelming majority of the 
comimunity's seniors are jliving 
below the poverty level， 

Paradoxically，_ although this 
community's elderly have spent a 
lifetime working，almost all must 
go on some form of public 
assistance. Their average income 
is between $200 and $400 a 
month， JIn the words of an old 
man who lives with his daughter 
and helps unload vegetable trucks 
for scrap produce and breakfast， 
“There are some (elderly) who 
make it on $50 to $100 a month， 
although I cant figure out how 
they do 让,” 

STRONG 

The majority of elderly in 
Chinatown are male. They came 
to _ America in their youth with 
nothing but their strong arms to 
pick fruit in Watsonvilles or- 
chards，buck shrimp along the 
coast， and pack peaches and 
salmon in canneries across the 
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the 


WVestern states， t 

The survivors are alone today， 
cut off by age and the onrush of 
events _ from their homes and 
families in China. Some went 
back to China and married. They 
were separated by war and 
revolution from their wives and 
children in China arid by the 
exclusion laws that were repealed 
35 years ” ago. Others never 
married，caught between exclu- 
sion laws. and laws which until 
1948 made it a criminal offense for 
them to marry non-Chinese 
women， 

Many of the old women who 
can be seen at the end of the day 
retrieving wilted stalks of bok choi 
from the trash stacked up in 位 ont 
of the community's produce stands 
and grocery stores are the wives 
and widows of men who left for 
America ”from Toishan and 
Canton thirty or forty years ago， 
brought from China and Hong 
Kong by their sons and daughters， 
or more rarely to be reunited with 
their long-separated sSpouses.

“The elderly receive very poor 
health care,”said Alan Wong， 
director of Self Help for the 
Elderly.“How can a doctor see 
100 patients a day and give them 
qualjlity carep” Wong asked. 


Less often spoken of，is that 
many lonely and impoverished 
Chinese eldely have relatives and 
children nearby in San Francisco 
and throughout the Bay Area. 

Because of generational con- 
flicts and clashes between aging 
in-laws and married couples;, some 
of Chinatown's elderly face old 
age and its problems alone.

As of March 27，the ban on 
extensions .of Stay for non- 
immigrant visitors for pleasure has 
been _ removed， ， according to

Number 59. 

In addition，both visitors for 
business and visitors for pleasure 
may now be initially admitted for 
aimaximum period of one year.- 

The ban on extensions, in effect 
since February 15，1975，to save 
on manpower，just did not result 
in :the anticipated savings. In- 
stead，fthe ban added to the 
workload of other branches of the 
Immigration Service. Therefore， 
the Service jliberalized the exten- 
sion of stay and initial admission 
Periods for these visitors.
